Willian Wright, 42, porter- 
clerk, owas not badly injured 
and was able to tell detectives 
what had happened. 

The man ia described as 
about 30 to 386. He wore a 
Nght-coloured raincoat —resem- 
bilng a “demob” eoat and a soft 
felt hat. The weapon was a 
German Luger type, common a8 
souvenirs among the troops. 


NO MONEY 


The gunman searched the safo 
but found no money. 

The type of gun he used is 
regarded a8 significant in view 
of the fact that a large num- 
ber of army deserters are Dde- 
ing blamed for much of the 
crime. ;
